reports show er that the figures for the last four years were 11:21, 7:44, 

6:59 and 5:74, The improvement is far too great to be attributed solely to 
better diagnosis. Again a reference to section 457 of the Act will show that it 
is a mistake to apa that the law gives no power to deal with private stables 
and cowsheds, It has been ascertained that action is taken under that section, 
Lastly, with reference to the complairit made in connection with the Sir Stuart 
Hogg Market—that expenditure should be more generally. distributed—it ma 
be pointed out that, if the expenditure in different quarters is to be compared, 
a distinction should be drawn between remunerative and unremunerative expen- 
diture. In this connection it may be noted that the improvement works costing 
over Rs. 1,000, which were under construction at the ciose of the year in 
district No, 1 in the north of the town, aggregated Rs, 2,66,213 in value; 
whereas the total value of the similar works in the other three districts 
amounted to only Rs, 2,23,405. 

19. It only remains for the Lieutenant-Governor to ezpress his grateful 
acknowledgment of the assiduity and zeal with which the onerous work 
of the Municipal Government of Calcutta has been performed. Mr. R. T. 
Greet, ¢.8.1., was Chairman practically throughout the year, with the exception 
of six weeks when he went on privilege leave, and Mr. A. E. Silk acted 
for him. ee on furlough a few days before the close of the year, 
and Mr, C, G. H. Allen was appointed in his place. To the latter, no less 
than to Mr. Greer, all praise is due for the manner in which he has filled this 
difficult position. Mr. H. P. Duval ably carried on the duties of Deputy 
Chairman, and Babu Nilambar Mukherji those of Vice-Chairman. His Honour’s 
thanks are due to all these officers, aud also to the members of the General 
Committee and to the Municipal Commissioners generally, whose labours in 
the past year were more than usually arduous, and were accomplished with an 
ungrudging devotion to the public service that is worthy of the highest 
commendation.

The Administration Report of the Commissioners of the Port of Calcutta for 
the year 1903-1904. 

The income for 1903-1904 amounted to Rs. 79,65,376, inst 
Me ae a. Rs. 77,84,261 for 1902-1903. The pli, res 
Pheri receipis ond expenc- amounted to Rs, 76,75,562. ‘I'he balance of receipts 
__ over expenditure in the year was Rs, 2,89,814. 
Adding this amount to the accumulated balances of previous years, the total 
surplus revenue on the 3lst March 1904 was Rs, 22,31,186, Of this amount, a 
sum of Rs. 16,74,971 has already been set aside for the formation of a Revenue 
Reserye Fund, and a further contribution of Rs. 1,42,856 will now be made, 

. raising the total at credit of the fund to Rs, 18,17,827. 
2, A sum of Rs, 29,71,393 was expended during the year on various 
Capital titers new works; the expenditure was partly met from 
: the proceeds (Rs. 34,10,500) of a 4 per cent. deben- 
ture loan of 34 lakhs, which was raised on the 15th June 1903, and partly from 
temporary advances from Revenue Funds, The Capital Debt of the Trust on 

the 31st March 1904 was Rs. 5,00,67,482. 

8. Against this debt, the Commissioners hold — including works 
in progress, stocks of stores, cash, and securities in hand, of the value of 
Rs, 6,56,11,742; this does not include the Strand Bank lands, the capitalized 
value of which would amount to a considerable sum. The position of the 
Commissioners with respect to their debt may therefore be considered satis- 
factory. At the same time, the large sum of Ks, 42,33,243 has been 
accumulated by annual contributions from Revenue towards a Sinking Fund for 
repayment of the debenture loans, and inay therefote be treated as an additional 
asset. 


4. In addition to the Revenue Reserve and Sinking Funds, the Commis- 
Dewey sioners have a Depreciation Fund for vessels and 
Pane recistion and Insurance HJant, anda Fire Insurance Fund. The additions 
made to these funds during the year amounted to 
Rs. 2,32,803 and Rs. 13,411, respectively ; but, a sum of Rs. 1,683,430 had to be 
withdrawn from the Depreciation Fund to meet expenditure chargeable to that 
fund. At the close of the year, the balance at credit af these funds stood at 
Rs. 18,99,297, 
5. The receipts from the jetties amounted to Rs, 11,05,729, showing 
5 a decreaso of Rs. 90,718 compared with the 
sac receipts of 1902-1903. The decrease is due mainly 
to a reduction in the wharfage and night-work charges, _ 
ae Sok expenditure amounted to Rs. 5,52,902, being an inerease of 
. 7,613, 
6. The total receipts from the tea warehouse amounted to Rs. 1,11,390, 
" against Rs. 1,08,342 in 1902-1903, The expenditure 
Seabees ite snie amounted to Rs. 67,929, against Rs, 73,938 in the 
Previous year. ‘'he decrease was due principally to the substitution of depart- 
mental for contract labour at the commencement of the year.

The total expenditure amounted to Rs, 75,552, against Rs. 1,12,950 in 
1902-1908, ‘The decrease was principally under establishment and labour 
charges in handling case oil, which fell Rs. 24,887 and Rs, 69,885 to 
Rs. 14,738 avd Rs. 45,674, respectively. The decrease in the net income is 
wholly accounted for by the reduction in rates on bulk oil, 

8. Two hundred and sixty-six vessels, with an aggregate tonnage of 

me 856,006 tons, were berthed at the jetties during the

tons in the year 1902-1903. The average tonnage of vessels has increased from 

8,147 to 3,205 tons. The average number of days that each vessel occupied the 
jetties was 6'8 days. 

9, The reveipts from rental of lands, buildings, etc., increased from 

fan ae Rs, 5,90,382 in 1902-1903 to Rs. 6,59,248 in 1903. 

Rentable lands and buildings. 1994, ‘The receipts from the Strand Bank lands 

increased from Rs. 1,13,969 to Rs. 1,43,756. This was due to an enhancement 
of the rates of rent. 

10. The receipts of the Port and Port Apprcaches Department, which are 

: derived principally from charges on vessels, amount- 

Port and Port Appronches. 6 tg Rs. 11,02,017, exclusive of un appropriation 

of Rs. 41,879 from the Depreciation Fund, as ‘against Rs. 10,99,704 in 

1902-1903. The expenditure amounted to Rs. 11,55,968, as compared with 

Rs. 10,64,008 in the previous. year. The increase of Rs. 91,960 represents the 

cost of special renewals and repairs to moorings and a light vessel, and includes 
the contribution of Rs. 41,879 from the Depreciation Fund as stated above. 

11. During the year there was an expenditure of Rs. 8,158 in removing 
the wreck of the Deepdal, making, with Rs. 2,365 spent during the previous 
year, asum of Rs, 10,523 for the removal of this wreck. The wreck of the 
Calcutta was also removed during this year at a total cost of Rs. 25,889.

Of the small.river char{s published, 106,180 copies were distributed to pilots, 
harbour masters and the shipping, against 98,760 copies in 1902-1903. The 
Lieutenant-Governor notes with satisfaction the steady extension of the opera- 
tions of the Survey Department. The above table indicates a noteworthy 
feature of the duties of the Commissioners as Conservators of the river. 

13. The receipts of the Port Trust Railway amounted to Rs. 8,21,296, as, 

Bail eompared with Rs, 7,96,541 in 1902-1903, and the 
ie expenditure to Rs. 6,12,160, as against Rs, 5,64,446 
in the preceding year. 

14. The total receipts of the Wet Docks, which include the rents from 

‘sin lands and buildings, also receipts from the Port 

(ete Trust Railway within the dock premises, amounted 

to Rs, 25,44,879 against Rs. 21,77,455 in 1902-1903, e increase in the 
receipts from the Wet Dock charges proper was more than 14 cent., a0 

was almost wholly due to increased exports of coal, and wheat and secds. The 

export of coal amounted to 1,660,557 tons, which was in excess of the ship- 
ments of the previous year by 270,280 tons. , 

During the year 671 vessels were berthed at the docks, as compared with 
595 vessels in the previous year. Thero was a substantial increase in the total 
tonnage handled as compared with 1902-1903; and, although there was ® 

comparatively large falling off in the amount of import traffic, this w%* 
compensated for by a much larger increase in exports.

@ Dry Dock continues, as in years, to give a good return on the 
capital cost, The income derived re it last year was Rs. 2,16,138, against 
Rs, 2,40,543 in 1902-1903. This decrease was due to a falling off in the 
demand for accommodation. ‘The expenditure likewise fell from Rs. 64,890 to 
Rs. 58,886. 

Taking the Wet and Dry Docks together with the dock section of the 
railway, as they are necessarily comprised in one scheme, the financial results 
of the year, after reduction of working expenses, show a balance of Rs. 3,05,349 
compared with Rs. 1.54,292 in 1902-1903. 

The total capital expenditure at the docks amounts to Rs, 3652 lakhs; 
and, although the net income is not nearly sufficient to pay for interest and 
Sinking Fund charges, the Lieutenant-Governor: is pleased to observe this 
marked improvement in the working results. With a fuller use of the 
facilities provided, it is hoped that the net revenue will in the future approxi- 
mate more closely to the amount required to meet the interest and Sinking 
Fund charges on the large capital outlay, 

15. In November 1903, a Commission was appointed under the orders of 

Se Bis bates * the Government of India to ae on a proposal 

; made by the Bengal-Nagpur Railway Company 

for the establishment of a depdt for the export of at Luff Point. In the 

report which has been published the conclusions arrived at by’ the Commission 

are—that additional facilities dre not required, as the Port Commissioners can 

provide ample accommodation for the trade of the port, including the exports 

of coal, at the docks at Kidderpore; and that, if at uny time an auxiliary port 

on the Hooghly becomes necessary, it should be under the control of the Port 

Commissioners, as the formation of a depOt under any other agency would be 
contrary to the interests of the general trade of the Port. 

16. A sum of Rs. 29,71,393 was expended on new works during the 
year. The second Dry Dock, which was referred 
to in last year’s Resolution, is nearing completion. - 
and will, it is anticipated, be ready for use by the close of the current financial 
year. The warehouse accommodation at the docks is being considerably 
increased. The existing transit sheds have already been extended by 75,000 
square feet, and three grain sheds at Kantapakur, extending over an area of 
90,000 square feet, have been constructed. 

17, A sum of Rs. 10,683,579 was realized from the levy of 

Ri river dues, against Rs. 9,66,248 during 1902- 
iver dues. 1903. 

18. Mr. F GQ. Dumayne held the office of Vice-Chairman throughout 
the year and discharged his duties with noteworthy ability. 

19. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to Mr. Dumayne 
and to the Commissioners for the able management of the affairs of the Trast 
during the year under review.

The reports on Inland Emigration for the year ending the 30th Juno 1904, submitted 
by tho Superintendents of Emigration, Oaloutta, the Sonthal Parganas, Hazari- 
bagh, Ranchi and Palamau, and Manbhum and Singhbhum. 


Read also— 
The remarks of the Commissioners of the Bhagalpur and Chota Nagpur Divisions 
on the reports-submitted by the Superintendents in their respective Divisions. 

The reports were punctually submitted. 
2. An important event of the year in connection with the working 
Working of act VI of 1901. of Act VI of 1901 was the issue by the Govern- 
; ‘ment of India of their letter No. 1950—19-5, 
dated the 2nd November 1903, in which that Government, in replying to a 
ion made by the indian Tea Association regarding the recruitment 
labourers for Assam, enunciated the general policy which should be followed

that the orders therein passed should be very carefully observed. 

3. One of the most important matters which engaged the attention of this 
Government during the year was the question whether employers of labour 
and their representatives can legally supervise recruiting operations in areas 
notified under section 3 of the Act. With regard to the latter class of persons, 
it was held that, if duly appointed as agents by employers, é¢., by persons jn 
actual charge of gardens, they can do no more than sign contracts on 
behalf of their employers under section 45 of the Act, or supervise the work of 
Local or Selecting Agents by inspecting their offices and in other ways, They 
cannot, however, it was decided, take any part in the recruiting of emigrants 
nor supervise the work of actual eres nor in any way engage, induge or 
assist any person to emigrate without taking out licenses under the Act. As 
regards employers, it was held that, although under the law they are debarred 
from personally recruiting emigrants, they can supervise, without taking out 
licenses, the work of garden-sardars in all matters connected with recruitment 
‘and also assist in the work of recruitment by interviewing emigrants and 
giving them advances. It was subsequently arranged with the Indian ‘ea 
Association and the Tea Districts Labour Supply, Association that employers 
should, on arrival in a recruiting district, report themselves to the Disrict 
Officer before commencing work in the manner indicated, so that that officer 

* might be ina position to satisfy himself that such persons are bond jide 
employers, and know what unlicensed persons are in his district supervising 
the work of garden-sardars. 

4, With the object of shortening the joumey to the Brahmaputra Valley, 
the railway route vid Saraghat, Parbatipur and Dhubri, which was previously 
open only to emigrants from districts north of the Ganges and Gogra rivers 
and from the Sonthal Parganas, was, onthe recommendation of the Hon’ble 
the Chief Commissioner of Assam, prescribed as an alternative route for all 
emigrants proceeding to the valley in question, 

5. In order to effect economies in respect of the Inland Labour 
Transport Fund, expenditure was retrenched in various ways during the year; 
the most important measure taken in this direction being the decision not to 
ag a Travelling Superintendent of Emigration throughout the year, but 
only during the months (October to March) in which emigration is active. 

6. In all, 22,322 emigrants were tpg nants to the labour districts, as 

; against 27,589 during the previous year, the 
plas Nici iad me decline being attributed chieily to the. general 
agricultural prosperity which prevailed during the year under review. Of the 
total number so despatched, 10,814 were recruited and registered in Bengal, 
and the remaining 11,508 in Madras and the Central Provinces, Of the total 
number of emigrants, 7,003, or 31°3 por cent., were recruited by licensed 
recruiters ; 8,037, or 36 per cent., by garden-sardars working under Chapter IV of 
the Act ; and 541, or 2°4 per cent., by specially employed garden-sardars working 
under sections 90 and 91 of Chapter V of the Act; while 6,741, or 30 per 
cent., proceeded to the labour districts under the provisions of section 92 of the 
Act. During the year under review there was again a very noticesble 
decrease in the number of emigrants recruited by garden-surdars, the number 
of emigrants so recruited being 6,568, or 43°3 per cent., less than in the 
previous year; while there was a considerable increase, viz., 1,726, or 34°4 pe" 
cent., in the number recruited under seetion 92 of the Act. ; }

Boards in Bengal during the year 1902-03. 

The provisions of the Bengal Local Self-Government Act III of 1885 
were extended originally to 16 districts, and six months later to 22 districts, 
so that on the Ist March 1887 the Act was in force in 38 districts. In 
1990-01 the Act was extended to all the districts of the Chota Nagpur 
Division exeept Singhbhum, and the total number of District Boards in the 
Provinee is now 42. The fact that the Local Self-Government Act is now 

er amendment gives a convenient opportunity for a review of some of the 

ches of the Boards’ Administration since their commencement, and for a 
“omparison of the results achieved in the last completed year of working with 
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hose of earlier years, It may be explained here that when the comparison is 
made with any year prior to 1900-91 the figures taken for both the years 
compared are those of 38 District Boards only. y 

2. The area controlled by the District Boards in 1889-90 was 109,391 
square miles, with a population of 57,185,307, Forty-two District Boards now 
control an area of 133,110 square miles, with a population of 68,141,003. Tho 
number of Local Boards remained unchanged Rutig the year 1993-04, The 
Sadar Local Board at Chapra in the district of Saran was abolished, but » 
new Local Board was established at Gobindpur in the district of Manbhum, 


‘Two Union Committees were éstablished at’ Aurangabad and Choa in the 


district of Murshidabad, and ono was abolished at Binkar in the same district, 
the net result being an increase of one, 

3. Constitution of District Boards.—The total membership of the Boards 
and the proportion of elected to nominated members is practically unchanged 
since the Boards were first constituted. It is satisfactory to observe that the 
total number of meetings held has risen from 448 in 1889-9v to 593 in 1904-04 

d the average attendance from 8°98 to 11-4. The number of meetings which 
proved abortive or were adjourned for want of a quorum was 51 against 114 


_ in 1892-93, the earliest year for which the figures are available. 


The variations in the figures for the past year when compared with those 


‘of the year 1902-03 are trifling, but there was a slight improvement in the 


attendance of non-official members. In respect of the number of meetings, the 
District Board of Puri shows the highest, 29; then follow Monghyrand Bhagalpur 
with 21 meetings each and Faridpur with 20, while 19 meetings were held by 
the District Boards of Murshidabad, Bogra and Purnea. On the other hand in 
Hooghly the Board held only 11 meetings and in Nadia only 10, while the 
District Boards of Manbhuni and Hazaribagh met only 8 and 7 times. In all 
cases the same explanation is given that the amount of businoss was not sufficient 
to justify more meetings. The number of meetings which had to be adjourned 
or proved abortive for want of a quorum was 54 against 49; of these, six were 
in Jalpaiguri, the reason given being a want of interest among the mufassal 
members. The average attendance at each meeting was highest in Murshidabad 
(20°1) and lowest in Jalpaiguri (5°6). 

. 4. Constitution of Loeul Boards.—Originally Local Boards were established 
in all districts where there were subdivisions, except Champaran, Dinajpu, 
Jalpaiguri, Chittagong, Noakhali and the districts of the Chota Nagpur Divi 
sion. ‘The total namber of Local Boards thus established was 106. Subse- 

uently Local Boards were created in Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Noakhali and 
thantilven; but, owing to the abolition of the ‘Local Boards in the Sadar 
subdivisions of Gaya, Darbhanga, Muzaffarpur and Saran, and of those in the 
Barrackpore, Dum-Vum and Lalbagh subdivisions, the number now stunds at 
104, Since the end of the year the Barrackpore Local Board has been te ¢ 
established. 

The total membership of 106 Local Boards was 1,203 in 1889-90, and 
of 104 Local Boards 1,248 in 1903-04, The number of élected members 
has fallen from 436 to 843, while the number of those nominated has risen 
from 7138 to $42. This reduction in the number of elected members is partly 
due to the abolition of the Barrackpore and Dum-Dum subdivisions, but the 
principal cause is the failure of elections in many districts, Since 189-9, 
when the high water mark was touched, there has been a steady increase iv the 
number of elections that have failed, and the interest in them seems to %¢ 
declining, , 

The total number of meetings held increased from, 788 in 1889-00 
1,257 in 1903-04, while the percentage of meetings which proved abortiv¢ 
or were adjourned for want of a quorum to the total namber decreased ae

Tn the Sadar Local Board of Rajshahi 9 meetings out of 15 proved abortive for 
want of a quorum, 8 out of 11 in the Nator Local Board and 8 out of 21 in the. 
Sadar Loeal Board of Jessore, The average attendance at a meeting was _ 
highest in the case of the Sadar Local Board of Midnapore (10:8) and lowest in 
the case of the Meherpur Local Board in Nadia (2:06). 

5.  Lléctions.—-The election of members of the Sadar Local Board in tho 
Garhbeta thana, in the district of Midnapore, fell due during the year, but the 
electors failed to send up nominations in time and the vacancies were filled up by 





_appointments by Government. General elections were held in Mymensingh, 


Backergunge, and Patna. In Mymensingh the elections were contested in six 
and failed in three out of nineteen thanas, while in Backergunge all the ten 
thana elections were successful. In Patna the election of members of the Bihar 
Local Board was marked by serious irregularities, and second elections had to be 
held in three thanas. 

6. Powers of Local Ecards—The only power which has been delegated 
to all Local Boards is the care and maintenance of village roads. The great 
major of Local Boards have been entrusted with the charge of pounds and 
a considerable majority Have charge of ferries, Powers of varying extent: with 
regard to primary education have been made over in.a large number of cases, 
and in a few instances delegation has been made of the control of dispensaries, 
sanitation and the maintenance of district roads. The connection of the Local 
Boards with secondary education has been entirely severed. During the year 
certain changes were made in the powers exercised by Local Boards, but they 
are not of great importance. - 

7. Union Committees. —Of the “8 Union Committees in Bengal, none is of 
older date than 1595. In area they vary from 1:25 to 50 square miles, and in 
population from 4,004 to 85,455. They nave all been entrusted with the main- 
tenance of village roads, and some of them have been givén powers in respect 
of pounds and sanitation and the inspection of primary'schools. The total 
number of members is 468. During the year there was an increase of ten in 
the number of meetings held. 

The total income of these bodies was ks. 22,067 against Rs. 22,812, 
but this reduction was entirely due to a diminution of the opening balange as 
compared with 1902-03, and there was an actual increase of Ks. 277 in the 
current income. The total expenditure was Rs, 18,361 against Rs. 17,877 in 
1902-03, being an increase of Ks. 484, and the closing balance was reduced 
from Rs, 4,935 to Rs. 3,602. Nineteen Union Committees, including all those 
in Murshidabad district, expended the whole amount placed at their disposal, 
and eighteen expended nearly the whole amount. No work was done and no 
expenditure incurred by the Union Committee at Binodpur in Jessore, which 
has since” been abolished, or by any of the Union Uommittees in the Orissa 
Division, which for two years have been in a state of quiescence and can hardly 
be said to exist. The Khulna Unions are again favourably reported on, and 
some ‘improvement has been observed in the Burdwan Division. Generall 
considered, the results are rather better than those of the previous year; but it 
cannot be said that there has been any marked increase in efficiency, During 
the whole period of their history only three Unions have exercised their powers 
under section 118 of the Local Self-Government Act, and the total sum raised 
was only Ks. 339, of which Rs. 220 was raised by the Union Committee at 
Balagore in the district of Hooghly, The supervision exercised by Local 
Boards is reported to be generally ineffective, and in the Local Self-Govern- 
ment Bill now before the Daoaal Canal provision has been made for placing 
the Union Committees directly under the control of the District Boards, 

8. Financial results —The District Boards commenced the year with an 
opening balance of Rs. 23,2',170. Their income amounted to Rs. 84,02,888, 
the expenditure to Rs, 83,23,188, and the year closed with a credit balance 
of Rs, 24,00,170, of which Rs. 2,11,736 was due to deposits, and ‘not at the 
disposal of the Board

9. Provincial rates ae 44;78,981).— ‘i the year 1894-95 interest on 
arrears of road cess was included under this ead, so that an exact comparison 
cannot be made for any earlier Pres The total income of the Boards 
from this source has risen from Rs. $5,60,402 in 1894-95 to Rs. 42,872,518 in 
1903-04, whith gives an av annual increase of Rs, 80,235, The largest 
inctease occurred in the Dacca Division, where it amounts to as much as 53 per 
cent., but this is mainly due to the raising of the rate at which the cess 1s 
levied in Backergunge from one pice to half-an-anna in the year 1895. On 
the other hand, there has been no increase at all in the Chittagong Division, 
_ in the Districts of Chittagong and Noakhali there has been an actual

A detailed examination of the figures shows that the incidence of the cess

10. Interest (Rs. 43,696).—The difference in the figures of 1903-04 
compared with those of 1889-90 is due to the fact that up till 1894-95 interest 
on arrears of road cess was shown under Provincial rates. The increase of 
Rs. 2,936 since 1902-03 is entirely due to the heavy arrear collections of road 
cess in the Chota Nagpur Division. 

11. Police (Rs. 4,98,423).—Under section 52, clause (3) of the Local Self- 
Government Act, the receipts under the Cattle Trespass Act, 1871, form one 
of the assets of the District fund, and, in order to secure that administrative 
control should accompany financial rengenea sity, the control of the pounds 
was conferred on the District Boards. Sir Steuart Bayley, in recording the first 
Resolution on the working of the Boards, stated that he could not doubt that 
with judicious management the Boards had in the pounds a very fertile source 
of revenue. ‘This anticipation has unfortunately not been fulfilled. The 
estimated income of the — which was taken into account in the financial 
settlements with the Board's has increased by only 13 per cent. in 17 years, 
The inelasticity of thissource of revenue is most og ber or and has seriously, 
hampered the educational and medical work of the Boards. Such increase as 
has occurred has been, moreover, most unevenly distributed. An examination 
of the figures of the last 16 years shows that in half'the districts the income 
has decreased, while in half it has increased. The district which has been most 
fortunate is Jalpaiguri, where the average income has been Rs. 15,423 against 
Rs. 6,145 at which it was estimated. ‘The increase is also large in Dinajpur 
(Rs. 6,930), Bhagalpur (Rs, 5,857), Mymensingh (Rs. 5,790), Gaya (Rs. 3,560), 
and Malda Sa 3,295). On the other hand in Purnea the average income has 
only been Rs, 46,894 against the estimate of Rs, 50,559, and in Midnapore, 
Pabna, and Dacea the average receipts have been less than the estimate by 
Rs. 4,356, Rs, 3,394, and Ks. 3,331, respectively. It is by no means easy to 
explain either these variations or the extraordinary differences in the incidence 
of the pound revenue in the various districts, ; 

One possible explanation is decisively negatived by the figures; for 
they show that mere multiplication of pounds does little to improve the income. 
While the number of pounds has risen from 3,121 in 1890-91 to 4,311 in 
1903-04, an increase of 88 per*cent., the income has only risen 12 per cent., 
and the average income per pound has fallen from Rs, 156-1-1 to Rs. 109-7-1. 
In Nadia, where there is one pound to 11'S square miles, the incomeis Rs, 13-7-7 
per square mile, but in Muzaffarpur, where there is one pound to 16°8 square 
miles, it is only Re, 1-14-9. In Purnea with 49:7 square miles to each pound 
the income per square mile is Rs, 10-2-5; in Saran with 48 squarp-miles to 
each pound it is only He. 1-15-1. In the Rajshahi Division with $1-7*square 
miles to each pound the income is Rs. 5-15-6 to the square mile, and in 
Chittagong with 19*9 square miles to each pound only Rs. 2-14-4. \ 

Probably no single explanation can be given of these remarkable differse 
enees. The decline of the indigo- ind has sometimes been suggested as 
& possible explanation of @ failing pound revenue, but the figures do not 
Support this, A more probable explanation is that in some districts the fines 
for cattle are paid fo the zamindar instead of to the District Board to 
4 greater extent than in Others. This is a question which should receive 
attention in all districts/where the pound receipts are low or decreasing. 
i d that much can be done to improve the revenue 
administration. That the revenue does not receiye

it is more than 80 per cent. The Commissioners of the Divisions concerned 
should give the matter their attention. With regard to peng is reported 
that no determined efforts to realise pound rents w ped to have beer made of 
recent years, and thus many demands come nearly to be barred by limitation, 
A portion of the arrears will have to be written off, as the payments were 
apparently misappropriated by the late Accountant. This isa state of affairs 
which is far from creditable to the District Board. 

12. Kducation (Rs, 89,351),—The income under this head has increased by 
Rs, £9,827 when compared with the estimate on which the original settloment 
was based and by Rs. 54,284 when compared with the year 1889-90. Since 
the latter year the income from school, fees has more than doubled, The 
decrease of Rs, 7,485 since 1902-63 occurred only under the sub-head 
‘‘ Contributions,” and is explained by the fact that last year a large Government 
grant for primary education in the district of Rangpur was shown as a con- 
tribution under Education, while this year it has been shown under its propor 
head “* Contribution from Provincial to Local.” All the other sub-heads show 
an increase, 

13. Medical (Rs. 65,812).—The receipts show an increase of Rs. 64,917 
as compared with the original settlement, and of Rs, 57,592 as compared with 
the receipts of 1889-90. The increase is largest under the head ‘ Contribution,” 
and is mainly attributable to larger subscriptions from the public. The rise of 
Rs. 13,859 since 1902-03, is attributable mainly to the recovery from the Gaya 
Municipality of Rs, 8,800 out of a contribution of Rs. 10,000 given by the 
District Board for plague preventive measures. - 

14. Scientific and olher Minor Departments (Rs, 20,584).—The income under 
this head has increased by Rs, 17,681 as compared with 1889-90, Of this ‘sum 
Rs. 7,872 is attributable to public exhibitions and fairs and Rs. 5,521 to veteri- 
nary receipts, Of the increase of Rs. 9,262 compared with 1902-03, Rs. 5,109 
is due to the transfer of Government contributions for veterinary purposes from 
‘Contribution from Provincial to Local” to “ Contribution ” under this head. 
There has also been a large increase in the receipts under “ Public Exhibitions 
and Fairs” in the Dacca district, and a widespread increase under “ Veterinary.” 

15,  Miscellancous (Rs. 1,95,330).—The receipts have risen by Rs, 52,221 
since 1889-90, the increase occurring mainly under the sub-head “ Miscella- 
néous, including feos, fines and forfeitures,” Of the decrease of Rs, 18,455 
since 1902-03, is, 10,069 occurred under the sub-head “Sale of old stores 
and materials.” The large unexplained decrease of Rs, 10,420 in Shahabad 
is chiefly under this sub-head. 

16. Irrigation, Minor Works and Navigation (Rs. 20,131).—There was an 
increase of Rs, 2,028 under this head as compared with 1992-03, which was 
entirely due to the improvement vf the receipts from the Halifax Canal in 
Jessore caused by keen competition amongst the bidders. 

17. Civil Works (Rs. 14,22,441).—The receipts under this head decreased 
by Rs, 4,71,889; but the fall occurred only under the sub-head “ Contributions,” 
under which are shown grants made by Government and private individuals 
for the construction of particular works, No special reason is assigned {or 
the fluctuations, The only other sub-head of importanee is that of “ Tolls 
on Ferries.” In the original settlements ferries were hunded over, of which 
the annual income was estimated to be Rs. 2,96,076, to enable the Boards to 
meet the charges which had been devolved on them, It was anticipated, 
however, that the revenue from this source would be an expanding one; 
and that taken along with the increased income from pounds it would 
enable the District Boards to meet the normal increase of the Medical and 
Educational expenditure. In the case of ferries this anticipation has been 
largely fulfilled, and since the year 1889-90 the receipts have incre 
steadily. The extension of the Railway system of the Province frequently 
involves a loss of ferry income to the District Boards, but on the other hand the 
acquisition of private ferries has enabled many District Boards to increase ‘hel 
resources under this head. In 1903-04 the total receipts from this source 
amounted to Rs, 6,04,412 inst Rs, 2,84,164 in 1389-90, Some distrios 
have been more fortunate thas others, but while the income has fallen ih 
in only seven districts it has risen in thirty-one, The only districts 1 whe 
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income ovor a period of ‘years has been continuously less than the 
pr pciing” li ‘are Burdwan, Howrah, Patna, Shahahad, Saiah, and Puri, 
while the. crease: has been very marked in the districts of the 21-Parganas, 
Khulna, Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, Mymensingh, Chittagong, Champaran, Muzaffar- 


pur, Darbhanga, Monghyr, Bhagalpur, and Cuttack. The variations in the 
of the last two years call for no special remarks, 







18. Contributions (Rs. 10,53,195),—Golumn 70 “Contribution from Pro- 
vincial” is intended to show only the fixed assignment given to District Boards __ 


to equalize the income and expenditure made over to them, and the contributions 
for roads and communications in Government estates. The latter, which 
amounted to Rs. 56,298, were at first intended to be settled once for all, and 
were included in the fixed assignments, but under orders issued in 1900 they now 

from year to year according to the actual collections. The original assign- 
ments made to $8. District Boards amounted to Rs. 3,99,293, and since then 
annual grants amounting to more than five lakhs have been made from time to 
time to the Boards, chiefly for the improvement of primary education and the 
employment of additional Sub-Inspectors of Schools. The total assignments to 
these District Boards, excluding the grants for improvement of communications 
in Government estates, now amount to Rs.8,84,055. The increase of Rs. 4,67,172 


ascompared with 1902°03 is due to the fact that the large grants for the . 


improvement of education given in the year 1902-03 could not be drawn 
during the year or were only drawn for a part of the year. 

19. Deposits and Advances (Rs. 4,44,640)—The receipts under this 
head fell from Rs. 14,31,742 in 1902-03 to Rs. 4,44,640. The decrease 
indicates no’ real decline, but is due to the fact that Government grants for 
expenditure on Imperial and Provincial Public Works which are carried out 
by the District Boards, as the agents of Government, no longer appear under, 
this head, but are excluded entirely, from the District Fund accounts. A 
separate account of such grants is now submitted to the Examiner of Public 
Works Accounts. 

EXPENDITURE. 


20. Administration (Rs, 3,11,296).—The expenditure under this head has 
increased from Rs. 2,58,533 in 1889-90 to Rs, 2,99,177 in 1903-04. The 
charges on account of office establishment have risen by Rs. 20,039 and those 
for office contingencies by Rs. 45,001. The percentage of expenditure under 
these two sub-heads to the total expenditure was 8°lin 1889-90 and 3°3 per 
cent, in 1903-04. Under “ Payment of establishment of Offices of Account, 
Control and Audit” there has been a decrease of Rs. 24,396, which is due to a 
change in classification, Sums paid on account of the cost of establishment 
of offices of account or control were transferred in 1897-98 to “ Contribution 
to Provincial,” audit fees only being now shown under “ Administration.” 
The increase of Rs. 10,439 since 1902-03 calls for no special remark. 

21. Police (Rs, 28,416).—The expenditure under this head has increased 
by Rs. 5,212 when compared with the estimated expenditure at the time of 
the settlement, ‘The increase of Rs. 4,264 as compared with 1902-03 is due 
partly to the appointment of two ‘travelling inspectors of pounds and ferries 
m Midnapore anda pound inspector in Howrah, and partly to a larger outlay 
on the construction of pounds. . : 

22. Marine (Rs. 8,21@).—The expenditure under this head represents sub- 
sidies to private steamer services, and is incurred only by four District Boards, 
namely, Pabna, Noakhali, Tippera and Malda. There was a decrease of 


Rs, 1,622 which was chiefly due to the discontinuance of the epbady. to the. ; 


Noakhali-Barisal steamer service on the opening of the railway from Noakhali 
to Laksam. 
283. Education (Rs. 18,19,584).—The estimate of the educational expendi 
_ ture on which the settlements with the Boards were based amounted to 
Rs. 10,10,665. The actual expenditure of these Boards was Rs. 10,04,140 
in 1889-90 and Rs. 16,95,258 in 1903-04, so that the expenditure has increased 
Mf Rs, 6,84,593 when compared with the settlement figures and by 
4s.

aided ethene Compared with the figures of 1890-91, the number of high svhools 
has increased from 5 to 13.and the number of pupils attending them from 
266 to 1,931. On the other hand, the number of middle schools has fallen 
from 1,011 to 928, while the number of pupils has risen from 57,999 to 60,919. 
Upper primary schools are now 3,967 against 2,789 and the pupils 1,75,336 
against 97,297, while lower primary schools are 32,835 against 32,801, and 
* the number of pupils 8,93,014 against 7,05,908. 
These figures show that the Boards have been able to reduce their expendi. 
ture on the maintained schools without reducing their number, thus setting 
'» free large sums for expenditure on aided schools. In the case of the latter 
the increase of expenditure has been very great. Much of it is, however, due to 
the special grants given by Government for the first time in 1902-03 for the 
improvement of primary education. There has been a distinct increase in high 
schools, middle schools have been stationary, a great improvement has been 
made in the case of upper primary: schools, while lower primary schools have 
not advanced so much as might have been expected., The progress in female 
_ education is particularly gratifying. The number of girls attending upper 
primary schools has risen from 847 to 5,767, and of those attending lower 
primary schools from -20,558 to 84,923. Mere numbers are of course an 
» insufficient index of progess, but the increase of expenditure on ‘* Inspection” 
points to a real gain in efficiency. 

24, ‘The expenditure on “ Education” has increased from Rs. 17,47,945 in 
1902-03 to Rs, 18,19,584 in 1903-04. ‘The largest increase is under “ Inspection ” 

.amounting to Rs, 55,694, and is caused by the fact that additional Sub-Inspectors 
‘of Schools employed for only a part of the year 1902-03 were entertained for 

’ the whole of the year 1903-04. Educational expenditure increased in 23 
districts and decreased in 19. The largest increase amounting to Rs. 45,507, 
which occurred in Midnapore, is attributed mainly to the fact that the rewards 
for 1902-03 could not be paid before the end of the year. The variations 
elsewhere are not important. ‘ 

The number of Sub-Inspectors employed by District Boards increased by 9, 
and the number of inspecting pandits dgcreased by one. “The number of aided 
high schools fell from i6 to 1%, the decrease occurring in the districts of ‘Tippera 
andSaran. The number of aided upper primary schools rose from 3,909 to 4,101, 

© and the number of pupils from 166,191 to 181,347 ; while in the case of lower 
primary schools there was arise of 2,263 in the number of schools and of 
77,611 in the number of pupils. The number of girls attending upper primary 
schools increased by 1,576, and of those attending lower primary schools by 
25,173. ‘lhe year appears to haye been marked by distinct progress in primary 
education throughout the Provinee, and the new system of granting a quarterly 
subsistence allowance to pathsala gurus with an additional allowance at the end 
of the year, if certain tests are satisfied, is reported to have produced good 
results, The Commissioner of Burdwan remarks that the liberal grant made by 
Government for-the advance of pri education has evidently infused a 
spirit of improvement in those schools. ‘The Commissioner of Bhagalpur draws 
attention to the noticeable advance in female education in Purnea where the 
number of girls’ schools rose from 10 to 50, although there was not a school in 
the district three years before. Fortunately this is not an isolated instance, for 
improvement in female education is reported from many districts. ; 
aah cial Schools—In the encouragement of technical and industrial 
education the lead was taken by the District Board of Rangpur, where # 
technical school was founded in January 1888. ‘I'he school has been a successful 
one, and still holds the ayer re in respect of the number of its pupils. 
The exumple of Ran was followed in succession by the District Boards of 
_ _Backergunge (1890-91 ), Midnapore and Purnea (1891-£ 2) Pabna (1892-93), 
* and Burdwan and Mymensingh (1893-94). A seri school at Rampur 
Boalia (founded in 1897) and an artizan school at Comilla (founded in 18¥0 
may also be ranked in the same class. All theso schools, with the exception > 
the Barisal Technical School, which was amalgamated in 1901-02 with the 
local zilla school and is managed by a Joint Committee, are maintained a

Several District Boards provide scholarships or contribute for the training 
of students in the Sibpur Engineering College or the Bihar School of 
Engineering. Other District Boards have granted scholarships to students in 
the sericultural school at Boalia. In Midnapore a seri-agricultural school has 
been established at Sabang by the leading men of the locality, in order to 
revive the moribund silk industry, anda monthly grant-in-aid'of Rs. 30 has 
been made’ by the District Board. The Nadia District Board: ropose to 
undertake a pottery school, or to inaugurate an industry with the elp of the 
student who was sent at their expense tothe Bombay School of Art. The 
District Board of Bhagalpur has two stipendiaries on Rs. 10 each a month 
Jearning brazier’s work at the Jaipur ®chool of Arts. In the Chota Nagpur 
Division there are seven aided industrial schools with 173 pupils, in which 
carpentry and blacksmith’s work are taught. 

26. Industrial development.—In 1901 the attention of the District’ Boards 
was drawn to the fly-shuttle’loom and the advantages to the weaving industry 
io be derived from its use. The Boards were asked to take measures to make 
known the improvementyin the districts and instruct the local weavers in its: 
use. Efforts have actually been made in this direction by 25 District’ Boards. 
In most cases two weayers and a carpenter were sent to be trained at Seram- 
pore and, after receiving a course of instruction, returned to their district, where 
they were employed to train the local weavers. In Chittagong the experiment 
has been successful and the improved loom is appreciated by the people and is 
coming into use. In Manbhum also some ground has been gained, The 
progress hitherto made has not been great, for the fly-shuttle is still a novelty 
in most places (in a few districts"looms of this pattern were in use before), and 
the natural conservatism of the industry is loth to accept reforms which are 
contrary to tradition. In many cases also poverty prevents the adoption of the 
improved loom, for the weavers are poor and are unwilling or unable to incur 
the initial expense of purchase. ,This obstacle, however, seems likely to be 
removed From Davhbinge it is reported that the difficulty as to the high 
price of the improved fly-shuttle looms was overcome by adapting the fly-shuttle 
to the ordinary country looms. The outturn obtained from these modified 
looms is said to have been almost equal to that of the framed fly-shuttle looms, 
ie, nearly three times that of the ordinary looms in vogue in the district, 
while their cost scarcely exceeded that of the country looms, If this is so, a 
teal advance has been made and much’ more rapid progress may be expected. 
The Commissioner of the Division will be asked to submit a full report to 
Government on this improvement, so that the results may be communicated to 
other District Boards, 

_ 27. Medical (Rs. 4,09,277).—The estimated expenditure on medical 
“ taken into account in the original settlement with District Boards was 
only Rs. 2,244, this sum representing the outlay to be incurred on eight dis- 
pensaries transferred to seven District Boards. It was expected however, 
that the d and ferry revenwe made over to the Boards would Prove 
sufliciently elastic to enable them to provide for the medical needs of the

District Boards show no expenditure under this head, but the reports do no 
show whether this is due to a difference in the objects on which money jg 
spent, or to a want of uniformity in iam expenditure. 

_ The Sadar and Dinapore Local Boards in the district of Patna coutinned 
the work of cleansing insanitary villages.

by 22 District Boards in 1902-03 and Rs. 23,286 by 25 District Boats in 
1903-04. Veterinary dispensaries are now maintained by 14 District Boards, 
Three District Boards grant subsidies to.municipal veterinary dispensaries, and 
itinerant Veterinary Assistants are employed by 12 District Boards. he 
progress of the Department has been rapid, and there is reasonable ground for 
expecting that the work will continue to develop in the future, although 
the sums which the Boards have at their disposal for such purposes are noeces- 
sarily limited. During the year outbreaks of rinderpest and cattle diseuse 
occurred in Hooghly, Midnapore, Khulna, Mymensingh, Backergunge and 
Cuttack, and the Veterinary Assistants were able to do something towards 
_ checking the spread of the disease. Scholarships in the Bengal Veterinary 

College, Belgachia, were given by the District Boards of the 24-Parganas, Gays, 
Hooghly and Bhagalpur. . : 

The District Board of Birbhum maintain a dairy at Suri, and have opened 
a branch at Rampore Hat. It is reported that a sum of Rs. 2,716 was spent 
on the dairy, and that the receipts from the sale of milk and butter amounted ° 
to Rs. 1,422. The objects of the institution are to improve the breed of cuitle | 
by selling calves, and to supply pure milk to. the public. The experiment is an 
rents one, and the example may not improbably be followed in other — 

istricts. ‘ f 

30. Civil Works (Rs, 48,72,292).—The total oxpenditare under this head 
was Rs, 46,4,062 in 190304 against Rs. 38,42,381 in 1889-90, the increase 
amounting to Rs. 7,91,681. This is mainly accouhted for by a rise of 

Rs. 5,59,150 under the sub-head ‘‘ Communications —Origi Works,” the 

expeidisnrs on which has risen from Rs. 11,29,862 to Rs, 16,89,012, while 
under “‘Communications—Repairs” the expenditure is practi stationary; 

amounting to Rs, 19,19,161 in 1889-90 against Rs. 19,43,547 in 1903-04. 

The expenditure on “ Establishment and Contingencies appertaining to “'Y 

Works” has risen by Rs. 1,80,418 from Rs, 6,57,345 to Rs, 6,092,758, and the 

percentage of this to the total expenditure on “ Civil Works” from 14°) to 14%. 

The increaso of Rs. 2,7,458 since 1902-04 is shared by six seg Suna 

(Burdwan, Presidency, Rajshshi, Patna, Bhagalpur and Orissa) and is large 
"inthe Patna Division where it amounted to Rs, 1,66,680, ‘The expenditu'?. 

under the sub-head “Communications—Originul Works’ has risen 10 every 

Division, except Kajshahi and Chota Nagpur, and in the Patna Division the ™ 
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amounted to Rs. 1,80,908. ‘The increase appears to be due chiefly to increased 
expenditure on railway feeder roads. ' 

31. Water-supp'y and Water-works (Rs. 1,85,285).—The expenditure on’ 
water-supply and water-works has risen from Rs. 20,960 in 1889-90 to * 
Rs. 1,82,]94 in 1903-04. Only nine Boards, Burdwan (Rs. 5,402), Birbhum 
(Rs, €,071), Jessore (Rs 5,613), Dacca (Rs, 7,090), Mymensingh (Rg. 18,020), e 
Faridpur (Ks. 6,410,) Backergunge (Rs. 5,474), Shahabad (Rs. 7,872) and 
Bhagalpur ‘Rs. %,260) spent as much as Rs. 5,000 on water-supply, but in the 
case of the two last-named Boards the:sum spent includes contributions of 
Rs. 4,000 and Rs. 5,000, respectively, to the local municipality for the main- 
tenence of the water-works. Nothing at all was spent.in Muzaffarpur, and the 
expenditure was below Rs, 1,000 in the districts of Murshidabad, Dinajpur, 
Jalpaiguri, Tippera, pone Ranchi, and Palamau. The low expenditure 
in Murshidabad is explained by the existence of the Lalgola Trust Fund, under 
which the interest of a sum of Rs. 1,00,000 is expended annually on the 
construction of new wells. ; 

32. Dratnage Works.—In the district of the 24-Parganas Rs, 7,285 was 
expended on the improvement of the Khardah khal, but part of this sum will 
be recovered from the Municipalities of Titaghar, South Barrackpore and 
F¥anibati, who are also interested in the work. Rupees 364 was spent by the 
‘same District, Board on the survey of the Usti basin which is connected with 
the large project under the Sanitary Drainage Act. ‘The District Boards of 
Rajshahi and Pabna spent Rs. 7,000 and Rs. 5,600, respectively, on the prepara- 
tion of the scheme for the drainage of the Chalan bil under the same Act. 

33. Roadts.—The length of the metalled roads maintained by District 
Boards has decreased by 94 miles since 1902-03, his fall in the mileage has 
been continuous during the last four years and is apparently due to reclassifica- 
tion, In certain districts if a part of a road was metalled the whole length 
of the road was formegly shown as metalled, whereas at present only the length 
of the portion actually metalled is included. During the year the milcage of 
unmetalled and village roads hus risen by 864 and 1,858 miles, respectively. 
In the caxé of the former the expenditure on original works has risen’ from 
Rs, 6,57,318 in 1900-01 to Rs. 13,03,065, and the expenditure on repairs from 
Rs. 8,834,466 to Re. 9,20,533, while the cost of repairs per mile has fallen from 
Rs. 89 to Rs, 85. In the case of village roads the total expenditure has risen 
by Rs, 18.267, while the cost of repairs has fallen from Rs. 17 to Rs. 14 per 
mile, The epst per mile of repairs to metalled roads is highest inthe Chitta- 
gong Division (Rs. 591) and lowest in the Chota Nagpur Division(Rs. 111).  * 
In the case of unmetalled roads (including both district and village roads), the 
rate varies from Hs. 55 in the Chittagong Division to Rs. 20 in the Patna 
Division. The expenditure on both metalled and unmetalled roads was highest * 
in the Patna Division (Rs 3,45,646 and Rs. 5,40,204° and lowest on metalled 
roads in :he Chota Nagpur Division (Rs 6,557) and on unmetalled roads in 
the Orissa Division (Rs. 60,993), In the case of village roads the outlay was 
 ReeRaRE in the Dacca Division (Rs, 83,556) and lowest in the Chota Nagpur 

vision (Rs, 8,776). The Government grant of 5 lakhs for the improvement 

of communications was spent chiefly on metalling or bridging existing roads 
or on the construction of feeder roads to the railways. , 

34. Railway Feeder Roads.—The last few years have been a period of 

railway extension all over the Province, and the resources of the District 

¢ have been taxed to the utmost to provide the necessary feeder roads 

without which the railways losé half their utility. The obligation resting on 

overnment to contribute towards* this work has been fully recognised.’ A 

considerable proportion of the 5 lakhs grant for the improvement of commu- 
nications has been devoted to such roads, and in addition during the last five 
ag grants amounting to Rs. 5,73,000 have been given to the District Boards 
or the construction of feeder roads. It is probable that in most districts the 
most important roads have now been taken up, and that less assistance will be 
required . in future. The construction of the Ondal-Sainthia Chord of the 
East Indian Railway and of the Katihar-Ranaghat line omthe Eastern Bengal 

_ Btate Railway will, no doubt, nevessitate considerable expenditure for this. 
Fexbose in the districts of Birbhum, Malda and Murshidabad, and in such cases 
may be necessary to give assistance of an exceptional kind, Butin the rest 
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of the Province Government will in future ordinarily contribute.not more then 
one-tiird of the initial cost of construction on condition that the District Board 
pays the remaining two-thirds'and undertekes the cost of maintenanite, = 

35. Miscellaneous Public Improvements.— Road-side wan: working. 
plans have been prepared by all District Boards, except Champaran, and 
expenditure was incurred on tree-planting and the upkeep of nurseries % every 
district exc@pt Chittagong. The amount spent varied from Rs. 83 in Mymen- 
singh and Ks. 155 in Champaran to Rs. 3,801 in Bhagalpur and Rs, 5,358 in 
Backergunge. If the districts of the Kajshahi Division (for which no details 
are given) are excluded, the average expenditure was Rs. 1,195. The Commis- 
sioner of the Presidency Division is notin favour of gny great extension of tree- 
planting, because the districts of his Division suffer from an excess of trees, 
and require open air rather than shade , : : 

46. Railways and Tramways.—Four light railways have been opened 
under the guarantee of District Boards, viz,, the Ranaghat-Krishnagar line 
in Nadia, is Howrah-Amta and Howrah-Sheakhala lines in Howrah and the 
Bihar-Bakhtiarpur line in Patna, A line from Barasat to Basirhat in the 
24-Parganas is under construction. The conditions under which the lines were 
constructed are not quite uniform but they are similar. In each case the 
Board grants the use of the district roads to the Company free of charge, 
and, subject toa fixed limit, guarantees to make the net earnings of the Cow- 

ny in some cases up to a fixed sum per mile, and in others to such a sum as 

will suffice to pay a dividend of 4 per cent. on the share capital. Surplus 
profits in excess of 4 per cent. are divided between the Board and the O.m- 
pany, and after a certain number of years the Board has the option,of taking 
over the lines. The Howrah-Amta line has been a great financial success, the 
District Board having received Rs. 1,60,87% in profits during the last six yeurs. 
On the other hand the Ranaghat-Krishnagar line has cost the District Board of 
Nadia Rs. 44,923 on subsidies since it was opened, while the Howrah-Sheakhala 
line has barely paid its way. It is still too early to pronounce on the prospects 
of the Bihar-Bakbtiarpur line, but the results of the first six months’ working 
are most encouraging. Allusion is made in the Divisional Reports*to no less 
than nine similar projects in various districts, and the list, though by no means 
exhaustive, shows how much attention is being given to the subject and the 
likeljhood of further developments in tte near future. There is no doubt that 
much can profitably be done in this field, but all schemes require careful 
examination before sanction is accorded. The Lieutenant-Governor recently 
found it necessary to warn District Boards that it was necessary to take the 
advice of Government in the Railway Department before granting concessions 
for railway schemes, and the neglect of this precaution has in one case caused 
the loss both of time and, money. . j 

87, Contributions (Rs. 62,975).—The expenditure under this head 
represents mainly refunds of the unexpended balance of Government grants for 
special works, payments on account of cost of establishments in the offices of 
account and control, and contribitions towards the cost of the police force 
employed at posse camps. ‘The fluctuations de not call for notice. 

38. Debt (Rs. 6,24,163).—The large decrease of Rs. 8,05,241 under the sub- 
head “ Deposits and Advancés” is due to the reason explained in pa ph 19. 

39. Closing balance (Rs, 24,00,170).—T he actual dating balance ecstiaive 
of if Sage) of the District Boards was Rs. 21,88,434 against Rs. 20,11,658 in 
1902-03, showing an increase of Rs. 1,76,776. In all districts except five the 
balance was in excessof the working balance fixed by the Commissioner. The 
excess is partly accounted for by the fact that 35 District Boards had unspent 
bslances, amounting in the aggregate to Rs. 4,27,548, from the Government 
— for improvement of communications, This is es ially the case in the 

‘atna Division where out of a closing balance of Rsv 6,47,201, Rs, 1,138,399 
represents unspent grants. Other District Boards, ¢.g., Midnaporeand Rangpur 
had large sums unspent from Government grauts for feeder roads, The largest 

closing balances were in Darbhunga (Rs. 1,75,345), Rangpur (Rs. 1,52,599), 


_ Nadia (Rs. 1,42,854), Midnapore (Rs, 1,17,482), and Gaya 1,10,725). The 
vagy 3 balances were unduly low in Bankura (Rs. 4,610), and Bhagalpur 
is (Rs. hs the normal working balances being Ks. 9,000 and Rs, 16,000,

until the initial cost and the capitalised value of the cost of maintenance and 
renewal have been recovered, to give power to levy a rate to enable District 
Boards to pay sums guaranteed by them by way of interest on capital expended 
on railways and tramways, when it becomes necessary to pay such sums 
and they are unable to do so otherwise without crippling their administration, 
to insert in the Act an express recognition of the position of the Education 
Committee which has been constituted by most District Boards, and to reinove 
flaws and omissions in the Act which experience of its working has brought to 
light, Steps have been taken to obtain the opinion of Associations and other 
public bodies with regard to the Bill. 
41, The comparison of the figures of 1888-89 with those of 1903-04, 
which is made in the preceding paragraphs, shows that during the last fifteen 


ears the growth of Local Self-Government, although quiet and unostentatious, . 


as nevertheless been healthy and vigorous. ‘The. District Boards have 
accouplished much, and have taken new and important functions upon 
them. When they were first constituted only one Fine of railway, namely 
the East Indian at. Buxar, crossed the frontiers of this Province. Now 
there is a triple communication with the United Provinces, and there are 
new railway lines to the Central Provinces, to Madras and to Assam. These 
have multiplied the railway stations throughout the Province, and have 
necessitated the remodelling of the road system; for the old main roads are 
largely superseded by the railways, and new feeder roads striking across to 
them must radiate from the different railway stations. This reorganisation 
with the help of liberal sssistance from Government has to a large extent 
been carried out. Again, the medical expenditure when the District Boards 
were first, established was only Rs, 2,244: it is now over four lakhs. Light 
railways were then unknown: there are now four with an aggregate length 
of ns Ncoat and a number of others are under consideration. Four District 
Boards have also subsidised steamer services. Another new departure is 
the establishment of the Veterinary Department, in connection with which 
expenditure is now incurred by 25 District Boards. The initiation of large 
drainage schemes is also a new function of the Boards. There are four 
such schemes at various stages of advancement: the largest is that for the 
drainage of the Mograhit and Kaorapooker swamps in the 24-Parganas which 
will affect 290 square miles of country, and is estimated to cost Ks. 17,89,000. 
The activity of the Boards has been hampered by want of funds because the 
revenues assigned to them in addition to their receipts from road cess proved 
less elastic was expected. The Local Government has however come to 
their assistance with liberal grants. Among these may be mentioned the 
large sums which have been pee for the construction of feeder roads, the 
recent addition to thé annual assignment for Education of more than 4} lakhs, 
and the special annual contribution of 5 lakhs which was made for three years 
towards the cost of roads. The contribution last referred to could not be 
given during the current year; but the Lieutenant-Governor hopes to be able 
to renew it from next year, and he hopes also by the following year to be 
able to replace the fixed grants by equivalent assignments of exoucetinne revenue 
which will place the Boards in a better position to meet the growing demands 
upon them, The draft Bill which is now before the Bengal Legislative Council 
also proposes to increase the powers and liabilities of the Boards in regard to 
light railways. The benefit of these railways is chiefly local; and if the 
Boards wish to have power and responsibility in respect of them, they must 
also take the risk. All the District Boards have not been equally progressive ; 


but Sir Andrew Fraser has reviewed their past history with much interest, ° 


and considers that they are generally to be congratulated on the successful 
result of their administration of the affairs of the districts, His thanks are 
due to the officers of Government who have guided and controlled them, to 
the Members of the Boards to whosé advice and assistance the success achieved 
has been largely due, and to many liberal residents of districts who have 
contributed to beneficent works undertaken by the Boards. The co-operation 
of all these classes is essential to success, and seems to the Lieutenant- 
Governor to be growing more apparent.

cipalities in Bengal (except Calcutta) during the year 1903-04.

The Resolution reviewing the Divisional Commissioners’ Reports on the’ worki 

of Municipalities eB the year 1902-03. xing 

The Resolution of 1902-1903 dealt with statistics relating to 157 Muni. 
cipalities, This number was exclusive of the two Municipalities at Dumka 
and Nawabganj which were constituted towards the close of that year. About 
the same time a Municipality was formed at Ulnberia in the district of 
Howrah, and on the 1st July 1903 another new Municipality was established 
at Halishahar in the district of the 24-Parganas by a further subdivision of 
the Naihati Municipality. The present Resolution therefore deals with the 
returns of 161 Municipalities. 

2. In last year’s Resolution attention was drawn to the marked improve- 
ment effected in the course of the preceding five years in the financial 
administration of the Municipalities of the Province. This improvement has 
continued at a rate of progress considerably in advance of that hitherto attained, 
and the fruits of good administration are more apparent. There has been’ 
an improvement in the sanitation of many of the towns in the Province, 
improved resources having permitted of a considerable increase in the expendi- 
ture incurred on conservancy. The problem of water-supply has received 
particular attention ; and the successful results attained in Howrah and Burdwan 
deserve special commendation, the case of the Jatter town being the more 
worthy of notice by reason of its previous failure to attain even a moderate 
standard of success. There is moreover a list of unprecedented length of 
towns which have either inaugurated or are engaged in preparing schemes for 
complete system of drainage, which they are now in a position to undertake 
by reason of the recent expansion of their revenues. ‘The registered death- 
rate in the towns of each division as a whole, save that of Patna where it has 
unfortunately been swelled by plague, shows a steady decline in recent years, 
particularly in the last four in which the death-rate of all the municipal towns 
in Bengal fell from 43:4 to 36:3 per mille. The fall in the death-rate from 

feyer in the same period is no less remarkable, being 14-2 per mille in the year 
' 1908 against 19°9 in (900. The ratio of deaths from dysentery and cholera is 
-also instructive as indicating the quality of the water-supply, the death-rate 
per mille under these heads having similarly declined from 4 and 5 to 20 
and 38 respectively. In the individual towns where water works have been 
instituted the decline in the death-rate from these water-borne diseases is 
particularly marked, especially in Dacea, Nasirabad, Burdwan, and Darjeeling. 
These figures point to an improvement of the sanitary conditions; and no less 
significant, in another direction, of the general advance of municipal government 
is the large increase of the number of meetings held and of the attendance 
at each, and the simultaneous decline of the meetings adjourned for want of 4 
quorum, 
8. Tt is a source of great satisfaction to Sir Andrew Fraser to be able to 
endorse so fully the commendations which it was one of the last official acts of 
his predecessor to bestow. His Honour is particularly struck by the marked 
improvement in collections, which in the year j cluded averaged 98°6 of 
the current demand—a ratio that has only once been equalled, panied as 
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it is by an unprecedented reduction of outstanding demands, which are now 
only 7°5 per cent. of the current demand—a result that has hitherto never been 
even approximately attained. This improvement is shared by every Division, 
and is especially marked in Orissa, Chota Nagpur, and Burdwan,’ where the 
ratio of collections to current demand rose from 84°38, 95:4, and 95°2 in 
1902-1903 to 103%*4, 101°0, and 99°4 in the year under review; while the 
percentage of remissions declined in each case respectively from 123, 69, and 
x6 to 3:8, 3°7 and 5:3. Satisfactory ton, though to as less dépree, is the 
improvement in the Bhagalpur Division, which last year attracted unfavourable 
notice. The percentage of remissions has there, it is true, increased; but the 
percentage of collections has risen in the division as a whole, excluding the 
newly formed Municipality of Nawabganj whero the adininistration has 
obviously yet to acquire experience, from 91-9 to 95°6. The length of the list of 
individual Municipalities which merit special comwendation in this branch of 
their administration is without precedent. No less than 51 towns against 17 in 
the previous year collected more than cent per cent of their current demands; 
while in 27 as compared with 28 the outstanding balance wus either nil or 
merely nominal. Space forbids the enumeration of them ail, but mention 
must be made of Jhalokati, Roserha and Cuttack, in which both results were 
simultaneously attained; ‘while Bankura, Vishnupur, Ghatal, Uttarpare, Aram- 
bagh, Kotrung, Bally, Sherpur (in Bogra), Nasirabad, Barh, Revelganj, Jajpur, 
cal Balasore, in each of which the collections exceeded 105 per cent., must 
also receive individual mention. 

4. Number of rate -payers.—The total number of rate-payers was 
492,843 or 7,226 more than in 19(2-1903, end the percentage they bore to 
municipal population was 17°17 agninst 17°08 in the preceding year. The 
percentage varies from 31°34 at Katwa in the Burdwan Division to 6°4 at 
‘Titaghar in the Presidency Division; while the divisional percentage is 
highest, as usual, in the Presidency (19:91; and lowest in Dacca (145). The 
increase in the number of rate-payers is shared between ajl the Divisions 
except Patna, in which Division no lees than 13 Municipal'ties show a decline 
which is attributable almost entirely to the emigration of residents during 
the outbreak of plague. The low percentage of rate-payers to population 
in four Municipalities forming the head-quarters of uistricts was commented 
upon in vce Resolutions, Of these Darbhanga shows an increase from 
13°9 to 15°08 per cent., Arrah from 12°6 to 12°9, Motihari from 10°7 to 11°2, 
while the figures returned from Dacca remain almost stationary, The per- 
centage fell below the Provincial average in 73 cases, as against 74 in 1902- 
1903 and 72 in the previous year. 

5. Results of elections held during the year.—General elections of Commis 
sioners were held in 75 Municipalities, which were successful in all cases 
except in one ward in each of the Municipnlities of Monghyr, Jamalpur and 
Deoghur: in these cases Commissioners had to be appuinted by Government 
under section 16 of the Act. The majority of the elections were contested ; 
and the percentage of uttendance of persons qualified to vote varied between 
32 in Ward No. I of the Deoghur Municipality and 98°1 in Ward No, IV of the 
Chapra Municipality. Considerable interest was shewn in the elections in the 

‘Nadia, Murshidabad, South Barruckpore, Patna, Gaya, Balasore, Comilla, 
Brahmanberia, Noakhali and (hittagong Municipalities ; and in one ward of the 
Howrah Municipality the excitement ran so high that the Magistrate himself 
had to be present for some time tv keep order. ‘There is no indication of any 
decline of public interest in municipal affairs. 

6. Constitution of Committees and attendance at meelings.—The total number 

of issioners increased from 2,196 to 2,286, and the number of meetings 
held by them from 2,620 to 2,846, Of these only 201 had to be adjourned 

ingt 427 in 1902-1908. ‘The number of Municipalities which held more than 

20 meetings wos larger than in the previous year, whilst only 8 against 15 fail- 

ed to hold at least one meeting every month, ‘I'he largest number of meetings 
was held by the Cossipore-Chitpore Municipality (69) of which only 2 proved 
abortive Next comes Burdwan with 37 weetings, of which 7 proved ‘bortive. 

The emallest number of meetings held was eight, namely in the Jamalpur (in 

ber ) and Balasore Municipalities. The North Barrackpore Municipality, 
whic hod failed in the previous four years in successiou to hold the minimum 
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piatory number of meetings met 14 times during the year under report, 
Throws ut the Province the average percentage of attendance of Commis- 
signers was 59°9 against 51°62 in the year 1902-03; while in 1i8 Manicipesities 
as against 80 in the previous year, an average of more than one-half of the 
total number of Commissioners attended at each meeting. The highest 
ntages of attendance were those obtuined at Khirpai (80'5), Cossipore- 
Bhitpore (78'1), Jagdispur (77°7), Dainhut (77°4), Ramjibanpur (70°4) and 
Chandpur (75*]), and the lowest was 31-4 at South Barrackpore, 

7, Assessment and Taxation,—Of the alternative systems under which the 
main forms of municipal taxes are levied, the rate on holdings is in force in 47 
Municipalities and the tax on persons in the rest; while in the Municipalities 
of Bhadreswar, Baidyabati, South Dum Dum and Deoghur both forms are in 
force in different wards. The rate on holdings was levied at less than the 
muximum rate allowed by the law in 14 towns, among which the Municipalities 
of Howrah, Hooghly-Chinsura, Darjeeling and Patna again find place, and the 
lowest rate, viz., 3 per cent on the annual yalue of holdings, was levied in 
Ward No. III of South Dum Dum. ‘I'he tax on persons is levied in different 
towns at widely varying rates. The system is only adapted to the less ad- 
vanced Municipalities, and the Lieutenant-Governor cannot refrain from com- 
menting upon the fact that in many ioe and important Municipalities this 
primitive form of taxation is in force, The influence of controlling officers 
might profitably be exercised in inducing Municipal Commissioners to adopt (to 
which a tendency already exists) the alternative system, which, given an adequate 

‘means of assessment, would inevitably produce better financial results. Of the 
special rates, the latrine rate was levied in 108 towns, the water-rate in 12 
towns which are provided with a supply of filtered water (in Dacca no water- 
rate is levied, although a filtered water-supply exists there) and the lighting 
rate only in the towns of Howrah and Darjeeling, no rate being levied for the 
purpose in the other Municipalities adjoining Calcutta, which are lighted with 

, or at Dacca which is lighted with electricity. The Kurseong Municipality 
ak recently obtained the sanction of Government to the levy of a water-rate 
whieh takes effect from 1st April 1904. 

The incidence of Municipal taxation (excluding Calcutta) varied between 
Rs. 7-2-10 per head at Darjeeling and Rs, 0-3-4 at the new Municipality of 
Nawabganj in the District of Malda, The average for the whole Proyince 
was Rs. 1-3-11, sowing an inerease of one anna per head since the previous 
year, In 31 towns against 32 in 1902-1903 the incidence of taxation as below 
8 annas per head, 

8. Revision of assessment.—Assessments were reyised during the year 
generally or partially in 51 Municipalities, Among those where.a general 
revision took place the best financial results were attained in the, following 
towns :— ;

__A largo increase of Rs, 11,129 was effected in the Garden Reach Munisi- 
polity which was due to the imposition of a water-rate within the Municipality 

m ist April 1903, while in Armah an inerense of Rs. 8,444 resulted from a 
revision of the assessments of water and latrine rates, A general xevision vf 
assessment was made in the North Barrackpore sapepeny by an Assessor 
appointed by Government, which resulted in an increase of 20 per cent, gn the 
preyious demand. The revised assessment takes effect from the beginning 
of the current year, In the Cuttack Municipality the funds for (ali aed of 
Private, privies and cess-pools baving been found inadequate, the, pal 








Commissioners raised the scale of latrine fees; this resulted in an increase of. 
Rs. 7,269 ‘and is to come into force ‘with effect from lst April 1901. The 
Magistrate and Commissioner have, however, questioned the equity of the 

t, and the matter will be oeparsiey considered when their reports are 
received. The whole system of assessment in this town has already attracted 
the unfavourable notice of Government, There was a net decrease of Rg. 957 
in Dacca, mainly due to remissions, and one of Rs, 7,362 in Darjeeling, which 
is vaguely attributed to a transfer of electric light receipts and to a falling off 
in vooripts from the tax on trades and professions. The Commissioner has 
called for a elearer account of the loss of income. 

9, Jn paragraph 11 of last year’s Resolution the outlines were given of 
a scheme for improving the procedure under which assessments are conducted. 
Local officers were consulted, and their opinions have since been received. 
There is a large consensus in favour of proposal to restrict the mem- 
bership of Appellate Committees to 5, inclusive of the ez-oficio membors, 
the Chacon and Vice-Chairman. The further proposal to exclude any 
member, except the ez-cficio members, from the hearing of appeals from 
the ward which he represents similarly met with goveral acceptance; and 
many municipalities have already spontaneously adopted these principles 
as the basis of the formdtion of their apeelicte Committees. The second 
proposal, that of the establishment of a staff of peripatetic Assessors, has given 
rise to & certain amount of opposition, which seems to be due in no small 

toa misunderstanding of the effect of the proposals put forward. 
A definite scheme has been formulated, of which the essential feature is 
that the employment of the trained assessing staff is to be optional. Its adop- 
tion will ensure both regular and equal assessments at a small cost; and it is 
probable that most municipalities of any size or importance will readily 
adopt it, 
eo. Fresh imposts levied during the year.—The tax on animals and vehicles 
under section 86 (a) of the Municipal Act was introduced into the newly created 
Municipality of ria during the year. A water-rate was for the first time 
levied in the Municipalities of Garden Reach and the South Suburbs, and a 
rate was imposed on the arable lands situated within the Baranagore Munici- 
pality. A six per cent. rate on the-annual value of holdings and a latrine rate 
at 8 per cent. were imposed within the added area of the Deoghur Municipal, 
while a rate on holdings in lieu: of the tax on fae was introduced into 
Ward No, Il of the South DumDum Municipality. The provisions of Part 
IX, which refers to the cleansing of private privies and cess-pools, were enforced 
in this same ward at South DumDum as well ag in a portion of the Satkhina 
Municipality. They were also extended to Wards Nos. I and II of the Taki 
Municipality, to Dumka, and to the added area of the Deoghur Municipality. 
Action has also been taken for the introduction of that Part into the towns of 
Santipyr and Nadia, the Municipalities of which were suspended on account of 
their Se and contumacious refusal after repeated warnings to improve their 
i condition. License fees were levied for the first time in the Manick- 
tola Municipality under the provisions of sections 261, 263 and 265 of the 
Act; and under the provisions of the first named section only in Satkhira, 
Nator, Netrokona and Jamalpur (in Monghyr). The provisions of the Hack- 
hey re iage Act were introduced into the Barisal Municipality ; and those of 
Part VI of the Municipal Act were extended to the added area of Deoghur and 
formally xe-extended to Monghyr. Particular sections of that Part were 
also put in force in the Nawabganj and Kishanganj Municipalities, 

11. Income and expenditure.—The total funds available for expenditure 
by the seyeral Municipalities were Rs, 6%,30,239 against Rs. 55,83,623 in the 
Previous year. The total expenditure incurred by them was Rs. 53,85,903

. Closing balances of Municipalities. —The ag ate closing ances ©:

, “r the purpose of introducing a comple’ tem of surface drainage and other 
_ Sanitary improvements ; an ciere 8a r effected in estimated expenditure and 
the inability fully to utilise loan funds contributed to this result; while in 

ome cases there was an unexpected improvement of collections. In the 
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Howrah Municipality the heavy balance of Rs. 2,16,515 includes.the amount 
of loans received from Government for the reconstruction of the Buckland 
Bridge, and for the completion of a drainage scheme, the construction of a 
conservancy tramway and the extension of the market. The closing balances 
were also large at Darjeeling, Dacca, Chapra, Bhatpara and Gaya. They are 
explained in the first three cases by the non-utilisation of loans or by outstand. 
ing bills for capital works; but the largo balances of the Bhatpara and Ga; 
Municipalities are not accounted for, The Bhagalpur Municipality, as in the 
preceding year, failed to keep a sufficient balance; but its resources are said to 
have been severely taxed at a time when collections could not be pushed on 
on account of plague. The working balances fell so low as Rs. 74 at Pabna, 
Rs. 67 at Debhatta, and Xs. 10 at Baduria, and every year it has been necessary 
to point out the unwisdom of depleting resources to this extent. 

13. Income.—The total receipts of the 161 Municipalities during the year, 
excluding their opening balances, were Rs. 54,98,182 against Rs. 49,50,383, 
More than half of this increase of Rs. 5,47,799 occurred under debt and 
suspense heads, and it does not therefore represent the real increase in the 
ordinary revenues of the Municipalities. Excluding the receipts under “ Extra. 
ordinary and Debt” tho total revenue receipts amounted to Rs. 44,94,916 
against Rs, 42,44,878 in the previous year, showing an increase of Rs, 2,50,038, 
or 58 per cent.; of which two lakhs against less than half a lakh last yeur were 
derived from taxation proper. This increase, which is nearly a lakh in 
excess of the progressive rate of increase maintained during the last five years, 
was shared by all the divisions, and was largest in Burdwan where it amounted 
to Rs. 57,333. 

14. Wax on houses and lands —The total revenue under this head amounted 
to Rs. 12,62,624, which was Rs. 62,726 in excess of the revenue of the 
previous year.s The increase was shared to a greater or lesser extent by all 
the Divisions, and the largest increases of Rs. 21,063 and Rs. 14,613 occurred 
respectively in Burdwan and the Presidency. The Municipalities in which 
the improvement of this source of revenue was most marked are those of 
Cossipore-Chitpore (Rs. 8,121), Howrah (Rs. 7,510), Narainganj (Rs, 4,952) 
and Bally (Rs, 4,875) while in the smaller Municipalities of Giridih, Deoghur 
and South Dum-Dum a large proportional iticrease occurred. The newly-creutel 
Municipalities at Dumka, Nawabganj, Uluberia and Halishahar contributed 
an aggregate amount of kis, 4,166 to the total increasa Revised assessments 
brought into operation during the year and better collection of both arrear 
and current demand contributed generally to the increase under this head. 
The one Municipality in which there was a marked decline uader this head 
is that of Naihati, where the income fell from Rs. 2,789 to Rs, 867. ‘This 
Municipality has recently been subdivided, but the fact does not account for 
the marked Joss of income both under this and most other heads. No explana- 
tion has been given, and the attention of the local officers ix invited to the 
circumstance. In Gaya a decrease of Rs. 1,546 occurred, which ‘was wainly 
attributable to-the-fact that sums due from the Kast Indian Railway Company 
were not paid during the year. : 

15. Zaz on animals and vehicles. —There was an increase of Rs. 12,4#8 10 
the revenue under this head which is generally attributed to a closer super 
vision over registration and to the realisation of arrears. ‘I'he largest incre.se, 
amounting to Rs, 1,691, occurred in the Municipality of Dinajpur., The 
increase is satisfactory; for there is little doubt that in many Municipalities 
the receipts under this head are less than they ought to be. On the other 
hand, the Commissioner of Chittagong raises the question whether carts are not 
too often taxed which do not ply habitually in the Municipality, within the 
meaning of section 142 of the Act. Inspecting officers should see that the law 
is not oppressively exercised in this direction. 

16. az on professions and trades.—The comparatively small revenue “ay 
this source, in which 25 Municipalities have no share, shows an increase 0 
Rs. 7,328. This increase was distributed among all the Divisions except Ween 
and Chota Nagpur, and was Jargest in the Presidency Division 4,012), ,

‘The largest increase (Rs, 5,634) occurred in Muzaffar- 
"pur, and wes due to the resettlement of ferries at rents enhanced by compe- 
tition, A decrease of Rs, 1,253 occurred in Patna, which is attributed to the 
non-realisation of ferry rents for the last three months of the year owing to 
Joss of traffic caused by the competition of the Bengal and. North-Western 
" Railway Company. A decrease of Rs, 1,641 occurred at Chapra for which no 
explanation is given. 

18. | Water-rate.—This rate was in force in 12 Municipalities against 10 
in the previous year, being levied for the first time in the South Suburban and 
Garden Reach Municipalities. The total income amounted to Rs. 2,85,248, 
an increase of Rs, 25,900 over that of last year, which was shared by all the 
ten Municipalities where the rate had previously been in force, ‘The increase 
is variously -attributed to extension of the areas under supply, to better 
collections and to revision of assessment. The Kurseong Municipality, having 
extended its water-supply system, obtained the sanction of Government to levy 
a water-rate, which has been imposed from the commencement of the current 


ear, 

: 19, Lighting rate.—This rate is levied only in the towns of Howrah and 
Darjeeling. The total receipts fell from Rs. 85,845 to Rs. 83,998, a decline 
of Rs. 1,847. In the Howrah Municipality the income increased by Rs. 2,164 
owing to au improvement both in the demand and collections. In Darjeeling it 
fell by Rs. 4,011; and the loss of income, as in the previous year, is somewhat 
inadequately explained to be due to the falling off in the miscellaneous lighting 
rate receipts. 

20. Conservancy, including scavenging and lalrine raiés—The revenue under 
this head was Rs. 8,24,749, which is an improvement to the extent of Rs, 49,006 
over that of the previous year. Tho increase, which was most marked in the 
Municipalities of Howrah (Rs, 8,653), Cdssipore-Chitpore (Rs. 3,842) and Nurain- 
ganj 2,860), is generally attributed to improved collections, revision of 

ent and to a further extension of the provisions of Purt IX of the Act, | 
which, however, is not yet in force in many towns where its provisiors would 
be most salutary, A large decrease of Re. 2,868 which occurred in the Naihati 
Municipality has not been explained. 

Asin previous years some of the Municipalities let out portions of their 
trenching grounds for the purposes of cultivgtion, but on the whole with very 
little success. The Commissioner of Dacca remarks that the soil in Eastern 
Bengal is not suitable for trenching. 

_ 21, Tax on persons according to their circumstances and property.—The total 
income from this source, which amounted to Rs, 6,10,695, shows an increase of 
Rs. $1,748 as compared with the previous year. Tue increase was shared by 
several Municipalities und was most marked in Darbhanga, Arrah, Cuttack and 
inajpur, Revised.assessments and improved collections generally account for 
tle enhanced receipts. ‘The income from this source declined by Rs. 3,433 
in Naihati, and less than half of this decrease can be attributed to the for- 
mation of the Halishahar Municipality.

20. Office and collection establishment.—The total expenditure (Rs. 4,19,897) 


on office and collection establishment shows this year a comparatively small 
increase of lis, 2,763, while the percentage of expenditure on this head to 
ordinary income is considerably lower than that of last year. The cost of 


office establishment increased in the’ Burdwan, Presidency, Rajshahi, Dace | 


and Bhagalpur Divisions, while elsewhere there was a slight decline. ‘The 
collecting staff proved more expensive ia all the Divisions except those of the 
Presidency, Chittagong and Patna The usual causes are assigned for the 
growth of expenditure, viz., an increase of banking, audit and contingent 
charges, and the grant of increments of salaries and employment of additional 
hands, The two latter are no doubt the protectant causes, and the local 
budgets should be scrutinised with apecis care to see that the municipal 
establishments are not unduly large, for a small but well oat and therefore 
efficient staff is far more useful thun a larger number of ill paid subordinates. 
The expenditure under this head varies from 32 .per cent. of the total 
expenditure at Nasirabad, in the Dacca Division, to the abnormal porcentage 
of 35'3 in the new Municipality of Nawabganj, of which the administration 
.is manifesty still defective. 

27. Prevention of sire. —The expenditure (Rs, 27,581) under this head shows 
a slight increase of Rs, 228. Asin previous years the greater portion of the 
charge was incurred in the Municipalities adjoining Calcutta, which are served 
by the Metropolitan Fire-Brigade and contribute to its cost. The expenditure 
under thishead largely increased, in Howrah, where, moreover, the services of 
the Fire-Brigade were most frequently requisitioned. In Cossipore-Chitpore, on 
the contrary, the ecpendivons: tet from Rs. 15,590 to Rs. 12,813, In Darjee- 
ling an expenditure of Ks, 3,945 had been incurred in the previous year in the 
purchase of fire-buckets and other appliances, In the year under review, how- 
ever, merely a nominal sam was expended under this head. 

28. Street lighting —Vhe expenditure rose from Rs. 2,39,449 to Rs. 2,42,411. 
The payments at Howrah were largely swelled by an accumulation of bills of 
the Gas Company as wellas by the erection of additional gas and oil ee 
The charges incurred in Darjeeling decreased by Rs. 13,470, the expendi 
ture of the last two years saving lear exceptionally high by reason of the

29, Water-supply,—The aggregate expenditure. under this head amount 
to Rs. 4,36,370, an Pa ag last oes expenditure of Rs, 73,302, The 
increased cost occurred almost entirely under capital outlay, maintenance 
chorges remaining practically stationary: It was shared by the Municipalities 
of Howrah (Rs. 42,500), South Suburbs (ls.28,750), Nasirabad (Rs. 18,462) 
Berhampore (Rs. 12,133) and Darjecling (Rs. 10,597). The la 2 hese 
oceurred in the Garden Keach ns kee (Rs. 50,337).

The 
question of i ucing a filtered water-supply into the Asansol Municipality is 
» also under consideration, A scheme for the extension of the filtered water-sup- 
ply and house services inthe Manicktolla Municipality was sanctioned during the 
1902-1908; and a lakh of ru was borrowed from Government to meet 
the cost; but as the Corporation of Calcutta was unable to sanction any increase 
over the existing supply, the scheme had to be abandoned for the. present and 
the loan was refunded. The filtered water-supply scheme for the South 
Suburban Municipality was completed; but similar difficulties regarding the 
supply of water from the Calcutta mains prevented its utilisation during the year 
1903-1904, These difficulties, it is hoped, will shortly be surmounted by means 
of the extensions which the Corporation have recently undertaken for the 
increase of the daily sremny. of water delivered into the town. In the three 
Mill Municipalities o: Titaghur, Garulia and Bhatpara the projects described 
in paragraph 32 of last year’s report continue to make good progress. The 
work in connection with the water scheme for Titaghur, under which a supply 
of filtered water is to bé obtained, free of cost, from the local mills, was taken 
up towards the end of the year, and was completed after its close. All the 
liminary measures for carrying out a similar scheme in the Bhatpara 
Sicatalsices have been taken. In Garulia pipes were laid, and hydrants 
; and the work is expected to be completed shortly. 
The new scheme for increasing the water-supply of the Darjeeling town 
was brought into operation during the year. A site was acquired for a new 
jeservoir, and a system of filtration in lieu of the existing system of settling 
tanks is now under trial by the conversion of one of the settling tanks into a 
filter bed. Some difficulties have been experienced at Kurseong owing to the 
drying up of the springs from which the supply of the town is procured. A 
project is now under contemplation for a connection with a new spring situated 
_at a distance of four miles and-a-half from the town, but the scheme is at present 
in its initial stages and has not yet come before Government. In other 
localities also new schemes are in contemplation. Estimates are being prepared 
for a filtered water-supply project for Barisal, The Municipal Commissioners 
of Gaya have for some time been considering a scheme for providing water- 
works for their town. For this purpose they have already collected a sum 
of Rs. 1,38,642 but their funds are not yet sufficient to enable them to take 
up the work, In Monghyr a scheme for obtaining a supply of water from the 
anges is under preparation in which it is hoped that the Railway community 
at Jamalpur, may join; and private contributions amounting to, over a lakh of 
rupees have already been promised. To commemorate the ocecasion of the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s visit to Daltonganj a proposal was made to install a 
weg pe system in that town by connection of the Municipal mains with 
the Railway water-works; the bulk of the cost lias already been subscribed 
and the work is now in progress. From the Divisional reports it appears, 
moreover, that considerable activity was displayed during the year in several 
Municipalities in excavating tanks and sinking masonry and tube wells and in 
‘mnproving the already existing sources of water-supply. 
The water-works in some of the large towns still continue to cause trouble. 
‘Int Howrah their administration was, as usual, excellent, and the cost for 
Maintenance works out so low as 1°3 annas per 1,000 gallons delivered. The 
paity of the water was well maintained; and the daily average supply was

centrifugal pumps had to be provided, with the assistance of Government in 
case. In both towns the filter beds were sadly neglected; the quality of the 
water supplied was most unsatisfactory ; and in Berhampore the cost of main- 
tenance was as high as 6°6 annas per 1,000 gallons. The Commissioner of the 
Bhagalpur Division reports that the water-works of that town form a serious 
en on the general revenues of the Municipality, and consequently hamper 
their activity in every other direction. The position isin fact so serious that 
Government has recently appointed a Committee to investigate the system 
and to devise measures for its improvement. Elsewhere’ the position is not so 
serious, though at Nasirabad the filter beds wero not in as good order as they 
might be owing to the want of pebbles and coarse sand, and the cost of main- 
tenance was as high as 4’5 annas per 1,000 gallons. At Arrah and Dacca the 
water was pure, though the supply was small. Tho pumping plant of all 
the water-works was inspected twice during the year by Messrs. James 
Simpson & Co, and found to be in a satisfactory condition. 

With the object of relieving Municipal Commissioners of duties of a 
technical and generally difficult nature, they have been empowered to appoint 
Committees to act as their agents and expert advisers in the management of 
their water-works, whose members are to be responsible to the Municipal Com- 
missioners for the due performance of the duties entrusted to and accepted by 
them. In order that the relative position of the Municipal Commissioners and 
their agents, the water-works Committees and their respective powers and 
duties may be clearly understood, Government has, in consultation with its 
professional and legal advisers, framed a set of rules under section 698 (ii) 
of the Act for the guidance of Municipal Commissioners in the matter of their 
water-supply. So far two Municipalities only, those at Arrah and Darjeeling, 
have ay ime the rules and. appointed Committees. Other Municipalities, 
however, have wisely adopted a somewhat similar system for the administration 
of their water-works. 

80. Drainage.—The total expenditure was Rs. 1,67,173, which is less by 
Rs. 4,194 than that of last year. The decrease occurred under capital outlay, 
maintenance charges showing a small increase of kts. 1,806, and was mainly due 
to the fact that several large schemes of capital outlay had been undertaken in the 

eceding year. The largest capital cost incurred by any one Municipality 
uring the year was that ut Howrah, where payment was made for the drainage 
of the Telkul Ghat Road completed during the previous year, and where an 
additional staff was — to complete the survey and levelling for the main 
drainage scheme. At Darjeeling an additional cost of Rs. 3,588 was incurred 
in remodelling the public drains. In Bhagalpur certain new drains were con- 
structed towards the cost of which contributions were made by the inhabitants 
of the locality. 

Schemes for the improvement of drainage have been prepared for tho 
Municipalities of Hooghly-Chinsura, Utterpara, Cossipore-Chitpore, Budge 
Budge, Naihati, Bettiah; Puri and Cuttack, and are under pre jon in 
many other Municipalities, notably those in the 24-Parganas, Murshidabad 
and Nadia districts. The project for the drainage of Puri, which is a portion 
of the whole scheme outlined in paragraph 42 of last year’s Resolution for the 

neral improvement of*the sanitation of the chief resort of pilgrims in the 
. Province, was designed by an officer of the Public Works Department specially 

deputed for the purpose. The same officer was subsequently entrusted with the 
supervision of certain other important drainage schemes, including that of Burd- 
wan, but unfortunately his services could not long be spared. ‘lhe Burdwan 
scheme, which is estiraated to cost Rs. 1,75,000, hating hung fire on account of 
the embarrassed condition of the municipal finances. ‘his, however, has 
recently much improved by reason of the reduction of annual loan ae and 
the survey for the scheme is being rapidly pushed on. Private liberality and 
local effort will receive the assistance of Government; and there is now great 
hope that the scheme may be found practicable. A joint scheme for the 
improvement of the Khurda Khal, whereby the drainage of the South Barrack: 
pore, Titagarh and Panihati Municipalities is to be effected, was completed 
_ duiing the year; and a scheme for the improvement of the Bagjala Khal, prep" 
__ ed by the Public Works Department, is under the consideration of the Sani 
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pefore they can do much to improve it. The scheme for the drainage of Dacca 
awaits the completion of the survey of the town. No expenditure under this 
head was incurred by eleven Municipalities, viz., Ghatal, Bhadreswar, Uluberia, 
Tollygunge, Halishahar, Budge-Budge, Meherpar, Dinapore, Hajipur, Nawab- 
ganj and Raghunathpur. 

81, Conservancy, including road cleaning, road watering and latrines.—It is 
noticeable that the expenditure under this head has increased by Rs. 50,092, an 
jncrease that is most marked in the Burdwan and Presidency Divisions where 
the additional expenditure incurred amounts to Rs, 28,246 and Rs. 11,390, res- 

ctively. Howrah alone accounts for an increase of Rs. 21,598, which was 
due to the strengthening of the conservancy staff and to the purchase of new 
carts and animals. A new conservancy line from Lillooah to Belgachia is also 
ander construction. Cossipore-Chitpore incurred an iabiased charge of 
Rs. 10,557, mainly in the acquisition of 30 bighas of land to extend the present 
trenching ground. Considerable increases also occurred in Dacca, Narainganj, 
Gaya, Bhagalpur, Jamalpur (in Monghyr) and Bally, which are in every case 
mainly attributable to the purchase of new conservancy carts. ‘The decrease 
was largest in Naihati (Rs. 4,152) which has not been explained; nor has the 
decrease of Rs. 2,886 in Monghyr been accounted for, A decline of Rs, 2,440 
in Patna is explained to be due to considerable economy effected in the 
maintenance of the conservancy plant in the municipal workshop. 

The expenditure on conservancy exceeded 50 per cent. of the total 
expenditure in four towns, viz., Hooghly-Chinsura (53-48), Bhadreswar (51°39), 
Haljshahar (56°4), and Noakhali (51°3), 

The Howrah Municipality have established four double biological filters 
for the disposal of sullage water, which are reported to be working satisfac- 
torily. For Garden Reach a plan of an experimental septic tank has been 
sanctioned by the Sanitary Board. In Dacca a septic tank has been constructed 
at a cost of 2,500 for the disposal of night-soil, but has not yet been 
used and tested. The septic tank which is being constructed by the Muzaffar- 
pur Municipality is not yet complete. At Puri there is a proposal to replace, 
by a system of carts and depdts, the present primitive personal service for the 
removal of night-soil from private latrines to the trenching grounds. The 
work of improving the busts in some of the crowded Municipalities in the 
district of the 24-Parganas, referred to in last year’s Resolution, was con- 
tinued during the year. The Magistrate reports that energetic action has 
been or is being taken in Bhatpara, Garulia, Cossipore-Chitpore, Titagarh, 
Garden Reach and Manicktolla; and the Commissioner adds that the work 
already done in this direction has been rhost valuable. It is encouraging to 
note that since the improvements were effected sickness has considerably 
declined in these dustis. 

32, Hospitals and Dispensaries.—The expenditure under this head amount- 
ed to Rs, 5,10,329, an increase of Rs. 41,010 on that of the previous year. 
Agreeably to the instructions conveyed in last year’s Resolution, plague charges, 
which were formerly included under this head, are now shown separately. 

He. 23,024, so that the actual increase is much higher. It is 
shared by all the Divisions, except the Presidency and Orissa, and was largest 
in the Rajshahi Division, where it amounted to Rs, 20,364. The expenditure 
at Rangpur was no less than Rs. 25,184 in excess of that of last year, and was

Chittagong an extra charge of Rs. 6,225 was incurred in the 
yment of the balance of the cost of construction of the General Hospital 
ding. Where marked decreases occur they are generally explained by, the 
fact that large capital charges had been incurred in the preceding year, ere 
8 no doubt that the duty OF providing medical relief is fully appreciated 
ie generality of Municipal bodies, though among the smaller ones ten, against 
Sx in the previous year, incurred no expenditure under this head, Charges on 
t of plague’ were incurred in a oe or lesser degree by 43 tdwas. 
largest expenditure under this head is returned by the Municipalities of 
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Arrah (Be 3,737) and Howrah (Rs. 3,024), while at some places it was’ morely ‘ 
nominal, 

33. Vaccination.—The expenditure under this head (Ra. 21,628) shows 
a small increase of Rs. 80. The outturn of work is genorally satisfactory 
and in Howrah as many as 4,058 operations were performed. Cuttack come, 
next with 3,222, while Monghyr, Bhagalpur, Midnapur and Darjeeling return 
more than 2,000 each. 

34. Markets, slaughter-houses, &c.—A subject to which the attention of Munj. 
cipal Commissioners has been lately directed is that of the prevention of the 
spread of tuberculosis by the agency of food and drink. Ina Circular No, 2y. 
dated 15th January 1904, Government drew attention to the dangers arising 
from unregulated sources of food-supply and pointed out the powers conferro(| 
by the law upon Municipal authorities enabling them to enforce proper sanitary 
precautions in markets, dairies and slaughter-houses. This warning hgs 
received marked attention, and in many towns to which the legal sections 
in question have not* yet been extended, steps aro being taken to put them 
in force. In several of the larger Municipalities whose funds permit of this 
extra charge, Sanitary Inspectors have been appointed for the mora effective 
supervision of places where food and drink are prepared and sold; in others 
the Municipal Commissioners themselves have undertaken the duty. The 
expenditure under this head increased from Rs. 16,766 in 1902-1903 to 
Rs, 23,758 in the year under review. 

35. Public Works.—The expenditure under this head amounted ty 
Rs/ 7,74,284, an excess over last year’s expenditure of Re. 28,436. The 
increase is most marked under the sub-head of roads, both construction and 
repair, on which Rs. 6,58,574 were expended against Rs. 5,34,206 in 
1902-1903, ‘ 

86. Public Instruction.—The total gross expenditure under this head, 
as shown in Form III, was Rs. 1,44,739 egainst Ks. 1,27,407 in the previous 
year. The total expenditure on Primary education, the details of which 
are given in Appendix E, amounted to Rs. 81,789 which is higher by Rs. 7,774 
than that of 1902-1903, The percentage which this expenditure bears to the 
aggregate ordinary income of the Munitipalities in Bengal is 2'8 against 27 in 
1902-1903, and still falls below the general standard of 3*2 per cont. prescribed 
by Government. This standard, however, is exceeded in the Patna Division, 
where Primary education appears to have received special attention from 
Municipalities; and the expenditure under this head in the Presidency. 
Bajehabi, Bhagalpur, Orissa and Chota Nagpur is in excess of that of 
last year. The attainment of the prescribed standard is not perhaps the 
best criterion of success in this direction; for it is reported from some Divisions 
that certain Municipalities find a difficulty in spending the full amount of the 
budget allotment for education save by granting unnecessarily generous stipends 
or rewards, The general conclusion is that education, as a municipal duty, 
is not by any means neglected, and that adequate provision, consistent with 
the resources of each Municipality, is made for the most important branches 
of public instruction. : 

87, Loans.—Forty-two Municipalities were in debt to Government at the 
close of the year, and eleven fresh loans, to the total amount of Rs. 2,41,36), 
were taken during its course. Howrah obtained a loan of Rs. 1,00,000 for 
rebuilding the Buckland Bri and Darjeeling one of Rs, 59,860 for the 
improvement of the electric light installation, Smaller loans were taken by 
the Manicktolla, Bhatpara, Titagarh and Garulia Municipalities for water 
supply projects; but the whole amount of that obtained by Manicktolla 
was refunded owing to the inability of the Corporation of Calcutta to supply 
the pi oma quantity of water. Tho other loans of smaller amounts were fo! 
miscellaneous projects, such as office buildings, markets and sinking of wells. 
The outstanding foan balance of all the Municipalities in debt, that. is, thet 
total outstanding debts after deduction of the sums deposited in their Sinking 
Funds, amounted to Rs, 32,34,373, of which Rs. 32,11,072 are owed to 
Government. This is nearly 5 lakhs in excess of their ordinary income; 
but if Howrah is excluded, whose debt amounts to one-half of the whole a 
whoso present financial position is above question, the net indebtedness ° 
the debtor Municipalities is far more than covere by their ordinary imoome: 
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v : nicipalities paid the interest and instalments on their loans in fall 
and no instance of default occurred As regards the Berhampore Municipality, 
however, the Commissioner of the Division remarks :— 

-“ The Berhampore ney pl obtained a loan of Rs. 10,000 from Government towards 
the end of 1902-1903, in addition to a loan of Rs. 5,600 granted in the previous year, It 
also hact a loan of Rs. 6,700 from Mabaraja Manindra Chandra Nandy of Cossimbazar who 
is the Chairman of the Municipality. In order to enable it to liquidate its private loan, 
Government made it a grant of Rs. 5,000. The financial condition of tho unicipality, 
however, did not admit of a full payment of theloan. This financial strain has been brought 
‘on by the heavy expenditure on the water-works, which the assets of the water-rate are not 
sufficient to cover. As at present situated, the ordinary expenditure exceeds the ordinary 
income by Rs, 983, and the total deficit, including loan instalments, comes to Rs. 4,391. The 
Magistrate points out that in existing circumstances the solvency of the Municipality is in 


This is the only Municipality whose solvency has been called in question ; 
and the Lieutenant-Governor relies on the contralling officers to see that its 
finances are rehabilitated as early as possible, by the exercise, if necessury, 
of the most rigid economy in other directions. His Honour must also urge on 
the Commissioners the necessity of repaying without delay the irregular loan 
which they have contracted. 

88. Audit of accounts and embezzlemenis.—-Several cases of embezzlement, 
though generally of small amounts, came to notice during the year, inost of 
them being facilitated by laxity of supervision over the coilection establish- 
ment. The defaleations occurred in the Municipalities of Bhatpara, Tangail, 
Noakhali, Chapra, Darbhanga, Bhagalpur and Cuttack, The largest cefalca- 
tion is thet reported from Chapra, were the Accounts Department was found 
to be in a state of complete confusion. ‘This has necessitated the appoint- 
ment by Government, under Section 82 of the Act, of an officer to examine 

' and re-organise the accounts system of this Municipality. 

39. Working of the Porters and Dandiwillas’ Act.p—The Act was in force 
during the year only in the Darjeeling Municipality. Tho total number of 
porters and dandiwallas registered was 859 against 858 in the previous year, 
and the total cost of working the Act was Rs. 245 against Rs, 272 in 1902-1903. 
The Act was carefully worked, a special officer being employed for tho 
purpose; and the results were satisfactory as the number of prosecutions 
declined and no licenses were cancelled. Sinco the close of the year'the 
provisions of the Act have been extended to the Kurseong Municipality. 

40. In seyeral of the foregoing paragraphs details of the administration of 
the Howrah Municipality have been singled out for special mention, The 
scale of its administration differs widely from that of an ordinary mufassal 
Municipality ; its size and character render it only second in importance to 
Calcutta; and the lines on which its municipal problems must be dealt with 
resemble closely those followed in the neighbouring metropolis. With regard to 
the financial condition of this Municipality there is little to add to the remarks 
made in last year’s Resolution, The percentage of collections to current demand 
is less, it is true, by 6 per cent. than that of 1902-1903, but this is mainly due to 
the fact that there were far fewer arrears to collect. It was shown last year 
how, in the five years preceding the Resolution then recorded, the outstanding 
balance had been reduced from 50°9 to 16:9 per cent. of the current demand, 
Inthe year just past it wastill further reduced to 12-04per cent. The im- 
provements made of recent years are due to the vigorous action of Messrs. Duke 
and LeMesurier, late Magistrates and Chairmen. Before leaving the Mauni- 
cipality, the latter abolished the previously existing contract system of collection 
and took it under direct management, ‘Still better results are anticipated in 
Corisequence of this change; and though the personal influence of Mr, LeMesurier

devote equal attention to this all-important branch of administration, 

The material improvements in the Municipality are no less satisfactoy, 

» The administration of its water-works and the progress of its drainage have 
already been described.

considerable strides and may stork y be still further improved by ‘the substitu- 
tion of electricity for gas. ‘I'hese are the most prominent improvements effected 
in the year, but meanwhile minor requirements have not been overlooked, and 
in every department a steady and uninterrupted rate of progress has been 
maintained, = 

41. Sir Andrew Fraser has little to add tc the foregoing detailed account 
of the results of the past year, which indeed speak for themselves. His Honour 
is most gratified to find that the material advance in municipal govern. 
ment which Sir James Boprdillon was able to record has continued unabated, 
Instances of netory and careless administration are singularly few; and 
though the Lieutenant-Governor has had occasion to admonish a few muni- 
cipalities and even to suspend two, he is well satisfied with the individual and 
collective results of the nunicipal administration of the year just expired. His 
Honour must congratulate the whole body of Commissioners and office-bearers, 
both upon the public spirited manner in which they devote themselves to 
municipal affairs and upon the steady and genuine progress that they continue 
to achieve. He has had opportunities, in the course of his tours ie the 
last 12 months, of seeing many of the Municipal towns, of privately discussing 
Municipal affairs with the leading non official members of the Committees, and 
of meeting not a few of the Committees in a public way. He has been much 
struck with the intelligent appreciation of their responsibilities and duties which 
has been generally evinced by these gentlemen. He has been specially struck 
by the apparently increasing desire on the part of the Committees to system- 
atise their work and make it in that way thoroughly effective. He has 
been gratified to find the earnest manner in which most of the local officers 
co-operate with the Committees in the administration of Municipal affairs, and 
the cordial spirit with which the non-official members of the Committees as a 
rule respond to this co-operation, It is also very gratifying to find the interest 
which wealthier citizens frequently take in the well-being of the town, and 
the liberal assistance they are often ready to give in carrying out important 
but expensive improvements for the benefit of the eople generally. In His 
Honour’s opinion the great object of Local Self Government is to bring the 
pronie generally into thorough co-operation with the Government in advancing 

interests. The work is better done if the people take their share in 
doing it; and it is only where the people fail to rise to their responsibilities in 
the matter that Government would desire in any way to interfere with their 
administration of local affairs.
